The Unionists, of course, opposed it, 
and the Ulsterites, through their 
spokesman, Sir Carson, made 
it clear that they object to a Par- 
Uament in any form in Ireland. 

The House was crowded when the 
Prime Minister arose to the cheers of 
his supporters.

EW IDEA FOR 


COME FAMOUS RESORT, 
Plans on Foot for 
Beenie Railway Beyond Glendale, 
Cars Run Upon City Tracks to Be 
Taken Up the Mountain on Eleva- 
tor Without Changing Passcugers, 


A scenic itnciined railway, along 
new and original lines, is under con- 
templation for the ascent of Verdugo 
Mountain, from Glendale. If tt is 
constructed it Will prove a great at- 
action to the masses of the people, 
who will be able to bear the low coat 
of the trip. 

The plan is being promoted by Col. 
Lewis Ginger of Colorado Springs, 
but who for several months has been 
living at Glendale. He ia president 
of the International Incline Railway 
Company, and of the Cheyenne Moun- 
tain Beenie at Colorado 
Springs, which is built on the model 
proposed for Glendale, 

The cara to be taken up the moun- 
tain may be run into the city over 
the street railway tracks, loaded with 
passengers and taken directly to the 


change. The elevation of the moun- 
taln is a litth more than 3000 feet 
and it is estimated that the ascent 
cin be made by the eonstruction of 
one and a quarter miles of track. The 
plan is to build on the tneline to a 
point where a piece of track can be 
constructed at a grade not too great 
for the car to travel by ita own mo- 
tive power, just as they do on the 
streets of the city. At each level an 
elevator Will be built, upon which the 
car will be run by its own power, The 
front wheels of the car will engage 
friction wheels on the elevator; the 
motor on the car, which receives its 
power from the trolley wire, Win thus 
carry the elevator to the next level, 
when the car will again be run over 
the tracks by ita own power until the 
next elevator in reached, It is thought 
that there will be about 
levela on the Verdugo line. 
It will be noticed that there will be 
no power stations but all she power 
will be received from trolley wires 
connected with the city lines. The 
cable that hauls the elevator upon 
which the cur ts loaded accomplishes 
this by winding the cable on a drum 
under the elevator, assisted by a coun- 
ter-balance on a separate track.

OURS HOT SHOT 
INTO SYNDICATE. 


AQUEPUCT LAND \SCHEME AND 

Jury Turns Down Their Libei Suit 

Against Realty Board and Judge 

Commends Action, Saying So- 

called Townsite Locators Should 

Be Criminally Prosecuted. 


The exposure of the Aqueduct City 
tract as a fraud by the Los Angeles 
Realty Board last October was justi- 
fled yesterday by a jury in Extra Ses- 
sions One, Which found judgment for 
the board in the $225,000 libel suit 
brought by the Aqueduct Land Syn- 
dicate. It required the jury only ten 
minutes to reach a unanimous ver- 
dict. 

The fraud on the public was so pal- 
pable, as evidenced by the testimony 
of men familiar with the so-called 
townsite near Mojave and by photo- 
graphs of the land, mere virgin des- 
ert, that Judge Wood stated to the 
jury after judgment had been re- 
turned: | 

“TI did not think it would take you 
very long to get at the bottom of this 
get-rich-quick-Wallingford scheme. It 
seems to me that instead of the Los 

Realty Board being made a 

defendant and being put to the ex- 
pense of making a defense to this ac- 
tion it ought to be entitled to the 
gratitude of the people of this com- 
munity. 
“As far as the plaintiffs are con- 
cerned, it seems to me they have ex- 
hibited the most brazen effrontery in 
bringing suit for damages because 
they have been prevented from de- 
frauding a lot of poor people. I think 
the plaintiffa ought to be in a court 
of justice, but that they are here in 
the wrong capacity; I think they 
ought to be defendants in a criminal 
action instead of being plaintiffs in an 
action for damages. I believe, gentle- 
men that I voice the sentiment of the 
jurors.” 

“That is the way we felt, unani- 
mously, Your Honor,” replied a juror. 

This is one of several exposures of 
get-rich-quick land dealers by the Los 
Angeles Realty Board.
